Additional  $50.94 


Marlowe  to  repay  funds

Walt  Marlowe,  ASBYU  Social 
Vice-President,  will  be  required  to  pay  an 
additional  $50.94  to  student  funds, 
according  to  a decision  handed  down  by 
the  Supreme  Court  yesterday. 

The  sum  added  to  $175  already  paid  by 
Marlowe  will  bring  to  a total  the  $225.94 
taken  by  the  Social  Office  to  pay  for  a 
Christmas  staff  party.  The  use  of  student 


funds  was  in  violation  of  ASBYU 
Executive  by-Law  XII-B4-68  of  the 
Constitution,  according  to  the  Court. 

Chief  Justice  Roger  Bullock  submitted 
the  Minority  (Dissenting)  Opinion  which 
expressed  the  belief  that  “although 
ultimately  responsible  for  the  money 
being  spent,  Mr.  Marlowe  was  not  the  sole 
beneficiary  of  the  misuse  of  funds 
involved  here,  and  therefore  should  not 
bear  sole  legal  responsibility  for  its 
repayment.”

“HAD  HE  pocketed  $225.94,  the  case 
would  be  quite  different;  but  he  did  not,” 
said  Bullock. 

Justices  Sanford  Okura  and  Tom  Gunn 
represented  the  majority  opinion.  Okura, 
in  his  statement,  recommended  that  “all 
individuals  who  recognize  any  personal 
responsibility  in  the  expenditure 
demonstrate  their  good  will  by  aiding  Mr. 
Marlowe  in  making  the  restitution.” 

Gunn  argued  that,  although  the  sum  is 
“a  significant  burden  for  Mr.  Marlowe  to 
bear,”  the  fine  was  not  “over  and  above 
the  funds  extracted  illegally  from  the 
students  of  BYU.” 

MARLOWE,  who  stated  that  he  would 
comply  with  the  terms  of  the  decision, 
said  that  it  was  “unfortunate”  that  he 
should  be  required  to  do  so.  “It  would  be 
a terrible  burden  for  some  people  to  bear. 
My  financial  position  somewhat  allows 
me  to  do  it.”  He  stated  that  he  had  no 
plans  to  solicit  contributions  from  those 
students  who  attended  the  party.  “I’ll 
just  let  them  come  to  me  if  they  want,” 
he  said. 

Marlowe  stressed  that  the  original 
payment  of  the  sum  of  $175  was  done 
“voluntarily.”  “I  had  the  choice  of 
paying  that  back  or  forfeiting  an  honors 
banquet  at  the  end  of  the  year,”  he  said. 

Although  Marlowe  would  not  cite 
specific  cases,  he  claimed  to  have  found 
“many  other  like  violations  by  student 
offices.” 


‘Neighborhood  Development’ 

City  seeks  funds

Provo  City  may  be  in  line  for 
$1,800,000  in  federal  neighborhood 
development  funds  according  to  Russel 
Grange  city  commissioner. 

Recently  Provo  officials  delivered 
report  citing  the  city’s  need  for  the  funds  - 
to  a seven  member  Regional  Housing 
Authority  in  Denver. 

The  Housing  Authority  is  charged  with 
setting  priorities  as  to  which  city  gets  the 
money  first. 

“We  feel  we  should  be  put  right  at  the 
top  of  the  list,”  remarked  Grange. 

The  commissioner  reported  that  the 
money  will  be  spent  in  a two  phase 
program  if  it  is  awarded  to  Provo. 

Phase  one  of  the  program,  according  to 
Grange,  will  be  directed  at  creating  more 
off  street  parking  in  the  downtown  area. 

He  also  said  that  low  interest  loans 
would  be  made  available  to  merchants  to 
allow  them  to  upgrade  their 
establishments. 

He  points  to  the  fact  that  one  out  of 
every  two  retail  dollars  spent  by  Provo 
residents  is  spent  outside  of  Provo. 

“We  have  to  make  the  downtown 
competitive.  We  just  have  to  get  back  into 
the  old  ball  game,”  the  commissioner 
said. 


Part  of  the  reason  Provo  is  finding  hard 
to  compete  according  to  the 
commissioner,  is  the  cost  of  land.  He 
states  that  land  costs  six  to  eight  dollars 
per  square  foot  in  downtown  Provo  while 
in  Orem  the  land  where  the  University 
Mall  shopping  complex  is  being  build 
costs  fourteen  cents  per  square  foot. 

On  the  point  of  being  more  competitive 
an  Orem  City  official  took  exception  to 
Provo’s  request  for  funds. 

The  official,  who  asked  not  to  be 
named,  remarked  that  it  was  hard  to 
justify  using  tax  money  in  Provo  for  what 
private  interests  in  Orem  are  paying  for. 

He  cited  the  fact  that  Provo  amassed 
$500,000  in  half  cent  sales  taxes  while 
Orem  takes  in  about  $125,000. 

“You  don’t  get  $500,000  in  half  cent 
sales  tax  if  you’re  hurting  for  retail 
dollar,”  remarked  the  official. 

Grange  reported  that  Phase  two  of  the 
program  will  be  aimed  at  renovating  some 
of  the  older  homes  in  the  area  of  the  new 
civic  center  on  south  Center. 

He  says  some  of  the  homes  are  between 
75  and  100  years  old  and  past  their  “peak 
of  efficiency”. 

Plans  are  also  in  the  works  according  to 
the  commissioner  to  “eventually”  clear 
Center  of  parking. 


THE  ASBYU  Vice-Presidents,  when 
questioned,  denied  any  knowledge  of 
gross  expenditure  of  student  funds  for 
parties.  Bill  Fillmore,  Academics  vice 
president  recalled  purchasing  rolls  and 
orange  juice  for  a breakfast  to  recruit 
Hinckley  Scholars  for  work  in  the  office. 
“As  far  as  office  parties  go,”  he  quipped, 
“we  are  too  busy  spending  all  of  our  time 
in  the  library.” 

Women’s  Vice-President,  Marti  Wilson, 
stated  that  the  office  refreshments  came 
from  staff  member’s  donations.  Chris 
Dowling,  of  the  Athletics  Office  claimed 
to  have  given  “only  $25”  to  a service  club 
for  a banquet.  The  expenditure,  said 
Dowling  was  approved  by  Financial 
Vice-president  Dick  Newcomer. 

Clint  Johnson,  Culture  vice-president 
refused  to  comment  “without  further 
study  -of  the  constitution,’’  and 
Vice-president  of  Student  Community 
Services,  Rob  Jones,  was  not  available  for 
comment. 
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Romney  will 
speak  today 

Elder  Marion  G.  Romney  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  of  the  Church  will 
be  the  BYU  devotional  assembly  speaker 
today  at  10  aan.  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Elder  Romney,  an  apostle  in  the 
Church  since  1951,  has  been  one  of  the 
guiding  personalities  behind  the  Church’s 
widely-known  Welfare  Plan  since  the 
inception  of  the  program  in  1936. 

At  the  time  the  plan  was  inaugurated, 
he  already  had  several  years’  experience 
with  a welfare  program  on  a stake  and 
regional  basis.  In  June  1941,  he  was 
named  assistant  managing  director  of  the 
Church-wide  program. 

Elder  Romney  graduated  from  Ricks 
College  in  1920.  After  completing  a 
mission  to  Australia  from  1920-23,  he 
continued  his  education  at  the  University 
of  Utah  where  he  graduated  with  a B.  S. 
degree  in  1926  and  his  LL.  B.  degree  in 
1932.

WHEN  the  grade  becomes  a furtive 
entity  unveiled  on  a Saturday  afternoon, 
weeks  after  the  completion  of  the 
semester,  a less  than  ideal  system  has  lost 
all  meaning. 

Since  mastery  of  the  course  material  is 
not  always  the  sole  basis  for  determining 
the  grade,  clearly  defined  objectives  and 
standards  are  imperative  if  the  student  is 
to  respond  properly. 


Official  grade  reports  were  distributed 
last  Saturday.  Unfortunately,  many 
awaited  the  revelations  with  doubt  and 
uncertainty.  It  seems  inconceivable  that  a 
student  could  spend  an  entire  semester 
studying  a subject  and  complete  the 
course  with  no  idea  of  how  his  instructor 
will  evaluate  his  semester’s  effort.

Beyond  this,  a student  should  have  the 
opportunity  to  review  his  final  grade  with 
his  instructor  before  the  grade  becomes 
entangled  in  the  computerized 
bureaucracy.  This  would  apprise  the 
student  of  the  rationale  for  the  grade  as 
well  as  clear  up  errors  before  the  grade 
becomes  official.  While  many  professors 
provide  this  opportunity,  it  should 
become  mandatory.

Kirk  Drussell,  who  serves  as 
elections  chairman,  commented 
that  a lawyer  would  be  needed  to 
understand  election  policies  and 
rules  which  have  governed  past 
elections.  “Because  of  this,”  he 
said,  “we  have  reduced  the 
elections  rules  down  to  four  basic 
rules.” 

“The  first  rule  is  compliance  to 
the  honor  code  including  false 
statements  and  breaking  any  of 
the  other  rules.  The  second  is 
simply  that  in  order  to  get  your 
name  on  the  ballot,  you’ve  got  to 
be  a full-time  student  at  BYU.” 

Drussel  further  listed  that 
campaign  funds  are  limited  to 
$100  for  vice-presidential 
candidates  and  $150  for  ASBYU 
President  and  vice-presidential 
campaigns.  This  total  includes  all 
expenditures  for  materials 
purchased  or  donated. 

The  fourth  rule,  according  to 
Drussel,  regards  active 
campaigning.  No  one  can  do  any 
active  campaigning  before  Feb. 
26,  1972.  All  campaign  posters 
will  be  limited  to  the  ELWC  and 
student  housing  areas  as  the 
housing  rules  dictate. 

Drussel  added,  “Campaigning 
can  be  done  actively  off-campus 
as  the  candidate  desires.” 

Quad  projects  have  been  ruled 
out. 

“Finally  on  the  day  of  the 
elections  there  will  be  no 
campaigning  anywhere  in  the 
Wilkinson  Center  except  in  the 
Cafeteria,”  Drussel  said. 


According  to  Wilcox,  all 
violations  of  the  elections  rules 
will  be  given  to  the  office  of  the 
Dean  of  Student  Life  for 
consideration. 

“We  want  to  run  the  thing  with 
the  same  seriousness  as  regular 
elections  because  in  the  past  the 
elections  haven’t  been  very 
realistic,”  Wilcox  commented.

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NIXON  TO  END  BUSING 

The  White  House  said  yesterday  President  Nixon  is  determined  to  end 
busing  as  a means  of  achieving  racial  balance  in  schools  and  announced 
the  creation  of  a cabinet  committee  to  recommend  how  he  should  go 
about  it. 

Nixon’s  options  include  a constitutional  amendment,  legislative 
proposals  or  administrative  action  within  the  Justice  Department. 

A new  school  integration  plan  involving  massive  busing  was  put  into 
effect  in  Richmond  County,  Augusta,  Ga.,  yesterday  and  triggered  a 
widespread  boycott  by  whites. 

Augusta  officials  estimated  that  nearly  half  the  county’s  students 
stayed  away  from  classes  yesterday.  Only  seven  schools  were  directly 
involved  in  Phase  I of  the  integration  plan,  but  the  boycott  affected  all 
52  schools  in  the  system. 


EXPORT  TO  CHINA 

President  Nixon  removed  some  of  the  restrictions  on  U.S.  exports  to 
China  yesterday,  giving  Peking  the  same  status  as  the  Soviet  Union 
I among  America’s  trading  partners. 

The  step  will  permit  American  businessmen  to  sell  locomotives, 

: construction  equipment,  industrial  chemicals,  internal  combustion 
engines,  rolling  mills,  and  other  goods  to  China  without  obtaining 
. specific  government  permission. 

Nixon  acted  three  days  before  his  departure  to  Peking 

THE  TRIP 

The  White  House  reported  yesterday  that  President  and  Mrs.  Nixon 
will  be  welcomed  by  Premier  Chou  En-lai  when  they  arrive  at  Peking 
1 Feb.  21  for  their  week  long  visit  to  Communist  China. 

Nixon,  meanwhile  met  with  French  writer  and  philosopher  Andre 
Malraux,  who  visited  Peking  in  1965  to  seek  his  advice  and  impressions 
: about  life  in  Communist  China,  which  has  been  closed  to  American 
: diplomats  since  4949. 

Under  an  agreement  with  the  Peking  government,  the  White  House 
i announced  a sketchy  itinerary  for  the  Nixons,  including  long  hours  of 
I talks  between  the  president  and  Chinese  officials,  several  state  banquets 
: and  sight-seeing  trips  to  China’s  2,500-year-old  Great  Wall,  the  Ming 
1 tombs  and  the  Forbidden  City.  . 

President  Nixon’s  doctors  are  making  constigency  plans  to  have  him 
treated  in  Chinese  hospitals  by  Chinese  physicians  should  an  emergency 
; arise  while  Nixon  is  on  the  mainland. 

POLITICS 

President  Nixon  trails  Democratic  presidential  challenger  Sen. 
Edmund  S.  Muskie,  D-Maine,  by  a slight  percentage  among  New 
Hampshire  voters  plaiming  to  cast  ballots  in  the  nation’s  first  primary, 
according  to  a poll  conducted  by  the  Boston  Sunday  Globe. 

Two  influential  labor  leaders  have  given  President  Nixon’s  re-election 
hopes  a boost.  AFL-CIO  President  George  Meany  says  he  is  opposed  to . 
Nixon’s  domestic  and  foreign  policies,  but  would  support  hini  over  any 
candidate  who  advocates  “surrender  to  Vietnam.” 

And  James  R.  Hoffa,  the  ex-president  of  the  Teamsters  Union,  says 
Nixon  “is  the  best  qualified  man  at  this  time.” 

Los  Angeles  Mayor  Sam  Yorty  said  yesterday  his  opponents  for  the 
Democratic  presidential  nomination  were  so  busy. creating  images  of 
themselves  with  speech  writers  and  researchers  the  voters  can’t  tell  who 
they’re  listening  to— the  candidate  of  the  “image-builders.” 

“I  think  these  presidential  candidates  ought  to  do  like  we  do  in 
Hollywood,  give  proper  credit  where  credit  is  due,”  said  Yorty.  “At  the 
end  of  their  speeches  they  should  name  the  speech  writer,  the 
researcher  and  others  who  contributed  to  the  speech  by  proper  credit 
lines  just  like  we  do  in  Hollywood  at  the  end  of  a movie.” 

Yorty  has  no  speech  writers. 

Sen.  George  S.  McGovern,  campaigning  in  the  Florida  Democratic 
primary,  challenged  N.  Y.  Mayor  John  Lindsay  to  a debate. 

Wilbur  Mills,  D-Ark.,  is  in  the  running  now.  He  will  seek  nomination 
but  will  not  participate  in  the  primaries. 

ANGEL  DIES 

A member  of  the  U.  S.  Navy’s  Blue  Angels  precision  flying  team  was 
killed  yesterday  when  his  F-4  jet  crashed  at  a target  range  in  the 
Superstition  Mountains,  El  Centro,  Calif. 

He  was  the  fourth  member  of  the  famous  aerobatic  team  to  die  in  a 
crash  during  winter  training  maneuvers  at  this  base. 


Thousands  laid-off 

Coal  strike  leaves  Britain  cold  and  dark 


Millions  of  Britons  shivered 
yesterday  in  dark,  unheated 
homes  and  offices.  Industry, 
blacked  out  and  disrupted  by 
crippling  power  curbs,  laid  of  tens 
of  thousands  of  workers. 

“Though  I don’t  believe  half  of 
what  I read  in  American 
newspapers.  I’m  wondering  why 
the  government  hasn’t  done 
something,”  said  Jackie 
Hartley-Davies,  a senior  in  special 
education  from  London. 

London  city  authorities  ordered 
most  street  lights,  already 
knocked  haywire  by  hours-long 
power  cuts,  switched  off 
altogether  until  the  present  crisis 
ends. 

That  means  a virtual  wartime 
blackout,  similar  to  that  in  World 
War'll,  for  this  capital  city  of 
eight  million. 

Even  Buckingham  Palace  was 
dark  and  chilly. 

With  a six-week-old  nation-wide 
strike  of  280,000  coal  miners 


biting  deep  into  fuel  supplies, 
Britain  was  gripped  by  its 
grimmest  indiostrial  crisis  in  a 
quarter-century. 

British  newspapers  called  it 
“Black  Monday.”  Government 
officials  predicted  millions  would 
be  laid  off  by  midweek. 

The  automotive  industry  was 
hit  hardest.  Nearly  50,000 
workers  were  laid  off  or  put  on 
parttime. 

Thousands  of  Yorkshire  and 
Lancashire  steel  and  textile 
workers  were  sent  home. 

The  British  railroad  system 
canceled  1,000  trains  and  stopped 
heating  those  still  running  in  order 
to  save  electric  power. 

Officials  warned  that  vital  food 


supplies  were  in  danger.  Milk 
plants  were  closed,  milk  rationed. 
Bread  and  egg  supplies  were 
threatened  because  bakeries  and 
plants  were  without  power. 

The  British  coal  miners  are 
striking  in  support  of  a 47  per 
cent  pay  hike  claim. 

Rotating  power  cuts  blacked 
out  10  to  15  per  cent  of  the 
country  in  turn  for  the  fifth 
successive  day. 

Street  traffic  lights  went  out  in 
blocked  out  areas,  causing 
immense  jams. 

Britain’s  power  stations  are 
down  to  only  two  weeks’  supply 
of  coal.  If  the  strike  drags  on  that 
long,  British  homes  and  industries 
will  be  completely  without  power.
